FIRE AT WEST BETHEL. CHILDREN’S LETTERS. 


On Sunday last at 1.30 P. M., fire 
was discovered issuing from the 
roof of the barn owned by A.S. Bean, 
opposite the school house and an 
alarm was given. Two families 
occupied the house adjoining, A. 
P. Ladd and Will Griffin. 
People succeeded in saving nearly 
all their furniture and household 
goods. The buildings were insured. 
A north west wind was blowing 
andburningsMngles were carried 
to the farm buildings ofG.A.Lowell. 
His family of six bad barely 
time to escape to a place of safety, 
losing everything but a sewing 
machine and a few small arlicles 
taken from the window of one 
room. No clothing was saved 
excepting some light garments 
they had on. About fori y dollars 
in money was burned. Not a bed 
nor a chair was saved, although 
the house was filled with furniture 
and household goods of every Mud. 
The horses and the wagon were 
saved from the barn; but the 
harness, two mowing machines, 
horse rake, two ploughs and a fat 
hog were burned. In the yard were 
fifteen cords of wood fitted for the 
stove and a large pile of boards; 
also two hen houses, which the 
fire soon destroyed. Loss $1,000.00 
With no insurance. Had the wind 
blown from the south at the time 
of the first lire, two thirds of the 
village would have been wiped 
out. ' 

LEHErTrOM UTAH. 

Editor of News, Dear Sir 

Seeing that you invite corre¬ 
spondence perhaps a few items 
from Utah might be of interest to 
your readers. It is now nearly 
sixty years since the great Mor- 
man leader Brigham Young, with 
some of his associate brethren 
visited Maine, holding meetings in 
the different towns, and finally 
arriving at Bethel arid Newry, 
held meetings and a conference 
there on August 13, 1836. There 
were many who believed the new 
and strange doctrines that they 
preached, were baptized, and be¬ 
came members of the church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saiuts. 
A branch of the church was organ¬ 
ized with a local Elder, Daniel 
Bean, presiding. Shortly after the 
close of the conference, a small 
company of these zealous converts 
took their journey to the land of 
Kirtland, Ohio, the then gathering 
place of this peculiar people. Mrs. 
Mary Ann Stearns of Bethel, Mr. 
John Carter and his sister of 
Newry, were of the company 
and I, though a child, was also of 
the number. Among those who 
joined the company at Portland 
were, Miss Affio Woodman,’ and 
Phoebe Carter of Scarboro, Me., 
who afterward became the wife of 
Wilford Woodruff who is now the 
honored President of the Mormon 
Church of Utah. A little later in 
the season a number of families 
followed and from time to time 
others from the “Piue Tree State” 
have joined our number and been 
with us in our wanderings, - until 
now they and their posterity 
number quite a host here in the 
new state of Utah. They have 
been transplanted to virgin soil 
where the foot of white man never 
tarried before and here dwell in 
peace surrounded by the snow cap¬ 
ped peaks of the “Giant Bockies” 
the “Mts. of Ephraim.” Many of 
the aged have departed to their 
rest, buttheir works do follow them 
and a bright history of their life- 
work is written- qn the tablets of 
time and gone before them to 
the court of the great Judge 
of all.. Of the few members 
who remained in their native 
state, nearly all kept the faith 
and died with the faith of the 
“Glorious Besurrection,” and now 
rest peacefully in your silent Ceme¬ 
teries among the rest of your dead. 

I am so fortunate as to have in my 
possession sketches of the lives of 
these Maine converts and would be 
pleased to send some of them to 
the “News,” if they would be 
acceptable. It is but just that 
those steadfast pilgrims should.be 
represented in the land of their- 
nativity and the principles that led 
them be more fully understood, 
ere they .are criticised, judged, or 
condemned. The “News” is a 
welcome visitor, bringing tidings 
of distant loved ones and the joy¬ 
ous prosperity of the whole. The 
centennial number is replete 
with pleasing reminiscences and 
illustrations, arid may the century 
to come be as prolific of im¬ 
provement and prosperity to the 
good town of Bethel as the last 
has been. Utah has just cele brat- 
ed the “glorious Fourth” with the 
Grand Carnival in. Salt Lake City 
and appropriate parades in the 
smaller cities and towns through¬ 
out the state*

Editor of the News, 

Bethel, Maine, 

Dear Sir 

Uncle read the letter I wrote for 
the News. He said he didn’t be¬ 
lieve that it Would be printed, 
consequently X was surprised 
when it came out with a heading 
that made it look as though it 
amounted to something. I have 
seen considerable trouble since I 
wrote to yon. A boy’s life isn’t all 
rose-hued in this land of sunshine 
arid flowers. Firstly, my aunt told 
me if I would keep my room in 
order and be as nice at the table 
as Cousin Oscar she would buy me 
a nice bicycle. I did try hard for 
a "while. I have a collection in 
that room that would stock a small 
museum, and things get terribly 
mixed. At meal time I am as 
hungry as a bear and am liable to 
observe only the food. One of my 
uncles horses is a fine saddle horse. 
She has taken me many a mile on 
exploring expeditions. Between 
you and me I would rather ride 
that horse than any bicycle I have 
been on yet. She is sure footed, 
will carry me as easily over river 
beds or in (all sage brush as on 
the paved streets. Aunt persists 
iri calling her a mule, without any 
regard for my feel in gs, just because 
she does not -travel to suit her 
when hitched in the buggy. The 
most humiliating of all are the 
scrubbings I have to take. An 
Eastern tourist remarked that 
Bedlands was a veritable Garden 
of Eden, without the snake. He 
would have made another excep¬ 
tion if he had been run down by an 
Eve with a pan of soap and water 
as often as I have been. If Aunt 
had ever been a boy she would 
not use me so. Uncle is not half 
as particular as she is. Cousin 
Nathan wrote he expected to start 
for Germany the sixth of June. 
My rank card does not look now 
as though Prof. w r ould ever he 
prefixed to my name, and a 
European tour for a finisher. 
Every thing here is so new and 
interesting to me. I do not enjoy 
going to school as I did at home. 
I am going to settle down to hard 
study next term and see what I 
can do at that. The High School 
here is one of the best. The Fran¬ 
ciscans who were the first whites 
that settled in California came 
from Spain and the larger Medi¬ 
terranean islands. They came to 
this coast to convert the Indians. 
As missionaries they gained a 
great influence over the natives 
and gradually stocked the country 
with great herds of sheep and 
cattle that roamed over ranges 
thousands of acres in extent. These 
herds the--Indians tended, and it 
was therefore the policy of the 
Priests to keep the Indians in 
subjection. The Priests brought 
with them from Spain, grape vines, 
orange and olive trees, and they 
sought to bring peace and plenty 
to the new land. They were wise 
and long-headed men. In 1765 
there extended northward a chain 
of twenty-four missions from San 
Diego. * Junipero Sera was priest, 
president of all the missions in 
California, and was an intelligent 
and persevering man. About one 
mile below where I live are the 
ruins of an old mission called San 
Bernardino mission. It is on a rise 
of land; from it one can see the 
whole valley. A stream of water 
runs by the mission called Janzi, 
'(pronounced Sankez,) a Spanish 
word meaning ditch. It extends 
from the mountains through the 
valley ten miles. It was built by 
the Indians, under the supervision 
of the Priests for irrigating the 
land. The Priest that had charge 
of this mission seems to have been 
a very avaricious man. The 
mountains around here are rich 
in ore both gold and silver. One 
of his fellowmen was an expert in 
hammering the ore into vessels. 
One old Indian knew where the 
gold could be found.. He did not 
know the value of it; Still the 
Priest could never Make him tell 
where he got it, but he brought it 
to the mission in such large quan¬ 
tities that the Priest had it made 
Into vessels; for the church.- One 
day an Indian runner came to flie 
mission and told the Priest that a 
band of hostile Indians were on 
their way to plunder the -mission 
and secure the: sheep and cattle. 
The Priest called the sil ver smith 
and the old Indian and packed in. 
goat skins all the gold and silver, 
also the . vessels that had been 
made out of the ore, loaded them 
on the backs of donkeys, telling 
his people he was going; to send 
some goods to the church at Los 
Angeles, but would be with them 
the next morning. He took the 
old Indian and silver smith with 
him and went to the place about 
northeast, from here ten miles, 
it is now called the Green Spot ;; 


there are several- old sycamore 
trees there now. He had them 
bury the treasures and replace the 
sod and cover all marks, then the 
Indian and silver smith lay down 
to sleep, but the Priest sat down 
with his chin on his breast, his 
hands clasping his knees’. When 
he was sure the Indians were 
asleep, he took a knife from the 
folds of Ms robe and killed those 
two faithful servants so that no 
one would ever know where the 
treasure was buried or where the 
gold could be found. He returned 
to the mission as he promised. It 
was attacked and nearly alL were 
killed or taken prisoners; the 
Priest was mortally wounded; he 
dipped his finger in blood and 
wrote on the white washed walls 
of the church, in signs that only 
the Priests could read, where to 
find the buried treasure. Pros¬ 
pecting partiesTiave searched for 
the place where the old Indian 
found the gold. Many rich mines 
have been found and worked, but 
none where gold could be found 
such as the Indian brought to the 
Priest. There are only a few 
Indians around here now except 
those on the reservation. They 
flock into Bedlands during the 
fruit season to work in the vine¬ 
yards. That time will soon be 
here. They have commenced to 
ship apricots. Last week I saw a 
game of base ball played between 
the Bedland boys and the Indians 
from the Indian school at Perris. 
The Indian hoys were smart ones, 
but Bedlands’ team came out 
ahead. They are the champion 
players of this county. We have 
had three hot days, this year, j 
mercury up to one hundred and 
five. , There was a cool breeze 
most of the time and the nights 
were cool. ’ It is not like the hot 
days in Maine, hot and muggy. 
Only two weeks more of school, 
then a vacation until September.

’ STOBIES OF STETSON; 

ONE OF THE MOST INTERESTING MEN 
EVER IN THE SHOW BUSINESS. 

An Ignorance Whoso Depth and Breadth 

Made It Highly Entertaining—Stetson 

Was a Source o£ Fan Outside of The- 
! atrical Circles as Well as Within Them. 

There is a man bom now and then 
with a sort of humorous silver spoon in 
his mouth. Uninterrupted good fortune 
as a humorist smiles on him through 
life, and that, too. with no seeming 
effort_of his own. He somehow acquires 
an early reputation for saying or doing 
funny things, which, once gained, noth¬ 
ing can take away. All the jokes in his 
line of his generation, and often some 
of earlier and later generations, are 
credited to him, and nobody cares to 
dispute the honor. Collectors of jokes 
are ready to accept Joe Miller as Joe 
Miller, but no literary scholar believes 
that he originated all the jests in his 
alleged book. Anybody can think for 
himself of two or three similar examples 
in the present half century, and, even 
so, it is not likely that John Stetson 
ever really said all or half the amusing 
things that wore attributed to him. 
They were good stories, some of them, 
and they were told of Stetson, just as 
the story of fiddling while Rome burned 
was told of Nero, not because they were 
true, but to show what kind of man 
Stetson was. . ! 

The stories which it was thought 
proper to fix upon John Stetson were 
those which exhibited any broad, com¬ 
prehensive and picturesque ignorance. 
He was an ignorant man no doubt—ig¬ 
norant enough, perhaps, to say all the 
things that it was ever said that he 
said, but the chances are that he did 
not say them all. But the stories- are 
none the worse for that. Years ago 
Sophocles’ -‘-‘CEdipus Tyrannus” was 
played by the students of Harvard col¬ 
lege and excited great comment through¬ 
out the country. It was discussed one 
evening at a dinner at which Stetson 
was present, and he cheered the com¬ 
pany by announcing that he had con¬ 
tracted with Sophocles for the writing 
of a new play to he produced by him 
the following season. 

This story belongs in the same class 
as a somewhat more elaborate one. 
Stetson once took possession of a new 
theater and discovered in the lobby a 
picture that did not meet his artistic 
taste. “Take that picture down,” he 
said. 

“But, Mr. Stetson,” somebody re¬ 
monstrated, “that picture was painted 
by Michael Angelo. ” 

“Michael who?” said Stetson. 

“Michael Angelo. ” 

. “ Well, take it down, ’ ’ said Stetson, 
“and discharge Angelo. I won’t have 
any of these foreign scene painters 
around my theater; I’m going to em¬ 
ploy Americans. ” 

This so amused those who heard it 
that they at once told the incident to 
friends of Stetson and themselves, and 
among them was Jack Haverly, the 
famous negro minstrel manager. Hav¬ 
erly did not laugh when he heard it, 
but simply looked puzzled. He thought 
for a few moments, and then a -faint 
smile came into his face, and he said, 
“Oh, yes, I see; there ain’t no such per- 
son.as Miohael Angelo !” 

This answer was thought good enough 
to take back to Stetson, who, it was as¬ 
sumed, must have taken pains in the 
meantime to inform himself of the his¬ 
tory of art sufficiently to understand it. 
“What do yon think. Stetson?” said his 
friend. “We have told Jack Haverly 
what yon said about Michael * Angelo, 
and ho said, ‘Oh, I see; there ain’t no 
such person as Michael Angelo 1’ ” 

Stetson looked blank in his turn for a 
moment and then received his own little 
illumination as .to the humor of the 
thing. “Why,-the ignorant old fool,” 
he said; “of course he ought to have 
said, ‘There isn’t any such person as 
Michael Angelo. ’ ’ ’ 

This story again recalls another with 
a similar touch in it. The conversation 
once turned on a clever passage in W. 

J. Florence’s old play, “The Mighty 
Dollar, ” in which Bardwell Sloat ex¬ 
poses his ignorance by referring to a 
hackman whom he had encountered in 
Venice. “Yes,’’said Stetson, “that is 
clever; of course they don’t have hacks 
in Venice; it’s such a slow place they 
don’t have anything but omnibuses and 
mule carts. ” This fable found its way 
into print again only a few weeks be¬ 
fore Mr. Stetson’s deatij. 

“ What do you think of So-and-so?” 
Stetson asked of a friend, naming one 
of the actors of his company. He, meant 
to ask what his friend thought of the 
way the actor was playing the part in 
which he was then engaged, but the 
friend supposed that ho meant to ask 
what manner of man he thought him. 
So he answered, “He’s well enough, 
only he seems to me to be a little too 
pedantic.” . 

This struck Stetson as a good word, 
and he stored it up in his memory for 
future use. A few days later, when he 
met the actor, he said, ‘ ‘I was in front 
w atching you last night and thought 
Jon didn’t play that part quite as pe¬ 
dantic as you usually do.” 

Sometimes Mr. Stetson’s expressions 
amounted to epigrams. It will be "re¬ 
membered that when Gilbert and Sulli¬ 
van’s “The Gondoliers” was first done 
in this country at the Now Bark theater, 
now the Herald Square, it was a dread¬ 
ful failure. It was clearly and'obvious- 
ly so to anybody who saw any consid¬ 
erable part of it, even if he were ordi¬ 
narily a bad judge of such things, and 
Stetson was nob a bad judge. He had se¬ 
cured the rights to the opera for New 
England, and ho had paid a good deal of 
money for them. Ho went to the New 
Park on the first night to see and hear 
what Ms property looked and sounded 
like. ‘ After the first act he strode out into 
the lobby and, somebody heard him mut 
ter: “ ‘Gondoliers?’ ‘Gondoliers?’ H’ml 
Gone dollars!”—New York Tribune.

FACTORY SYSTEMS SWITZERLAND. 

Shilled Watchmakers Will Hot Wtark "by 

American Methods. - 

It is most interesting to compare the 
different methods by means of which 
the Mghest grade-of mechanieal perfec¬ 
tion is attained in various countries. 
Notwithstanding the high character of 
American watches, for example, the 
finest Swiss watches will retain their 
great reputation. The Swiss workman 
receives the parts from the manufacturer 
- in the rough, takes them to his home, 
puts his best individual skill into the 
finishing and assembling and brings the 
completed watches to his. employer. 
The latter inspects the work, and out of 
a batch of, say, 50 watched fee selects 
five or six as worthy of his attention 
and puts the others into \(he regular 
trade under some general trade name. 
The selected watches he readjusts, work¬ 
ing over them for days, weeks and 
months before he considers them worthy 
to bear his own name, and it is these 
watches which go to those who not only 
have the money to buy, but also the 
patienqe to-wait. 

A prominent firm of American jew¬ 
elers, chafing under the inconveniences 
of this old World method of doing 
things, sought to introduce American 
methods and see if the highest grade of 
Swiss watches could not be made more 
methodically. A factory was built, en- 
tioing rates of wages were offered to the 
most skillful workmen, and the experi¬ 
ment was tried. But, alas, the Swiss 
workman soon found that no regular 
wages could pay him for his loss of lib¬ 
erty. To he on hand when the whistle 
blew in the morning, to have his stated 
hour for dinner and his fixed hour for 
quitting at night—these restrictions he 
, could not long stand. Formerly lie had 
worked when he felt like it and stopped 
when it pleased him, and when he was 
paid for one job he took his own time 
to begin the next, generally waiting 
until his funds ran low. The factory 
plan did not work for long, and the idle 
building now bears silent testimony to 
the Swiss love for independence, which 
is as much a factor in present life as it 
has been in past history.—Gassier’s 
Magazine.

Julian Scott, Drummer Boy. 

The Boston Transcript says that Ju¬ 
lian Scott, drummer boy, Company E, 
Third Vermont volunteers, “received 
the first congressional medal of honor 
for bravery at the battle of Lee’s Mills, 
Va., April 16, 1862. His duties did not 
require him to he present on the field.

The act of congress granting the medal 
of honor was passed July 12, 1862, and 
it is reported that Secretary Stanton 
was so pleased with the bravery of this 
boy that as soon as the medals were 
ready he sent the first one to Julian

WITH A BARREL OF OYSTERS. 

How n Great Russian Banker Bought His , 

^ Freedom From Serfdom. 

One of the best known banking houses 
of J3fc. Petersburg and the one to which * 
most American visitors to Russia carry 
letters of credit is that of Messrs. Shal- 
ounine & Sons, the founder of which, 
father of the present head of the firm, 
owed his liberation from serfdom, 15 
years before the decree of emancipation, ' 
to a barrel of oysters. Old Shalonnine 
was a serf belonging to Count She- 
remetieff, one of the wealthiest nobles in 
Russia. He . had frequently entreated 
thqcount to grant him bin freedom, of¬ 
fering him as much as $500,000 for the ‘ 
boon. But money was no object to the f 
count, and it gratified his pride to feel ] 
that ono of the leading bankers of the ' 
empire was one of his serfs, unable to 
marry either his sons or his daughters 1 
without his master's consent. Moreover, 
as serf, the banker was liable to have 
his money seized and confiscated any 
moment by the count, since everything" _ 
that belonged to a serf, including his 
wife, children and property, .belonged : 
ipso facto to his master. 

One day Shalounine, who had just 
that very morning returned to the capi-. 
tal, from Odessa, called at the Shere- , 
metieif palace, for the purpose of report- ’ 
ing his arrival, as in duty bound to his 
owner. He had brought with him a i 
barrel of delicious Crimean oysters for 
presentation to the count, bnt left them , 
in his carriage at the palace door until" 
he should have obtained his master’s 
intimation that his gift was acceptable. - 

On entering the presence of the count 
tho ! banker found him surrounded by a 
pgrjy of guests and engaged in berating 
hl^ cjiief . butler for neglecting, to pro¬ 
vide oysters for the breakfast to which 
they were about to sit down. The butler 
was explaining to the count that there 
were no oysters to be got in the capital 
at 5that moment for love or money. 
Catching sight of the serf banker the 
count exclaimed: 

‘ ‘frh, it is thou again. Thou art come 
to pester me once more for thy libera¬ 
tion! Thou knowest that it is useless. I 
should not know what to do with thy 
money. But stay, I will tell thee some- 
thiifg. Get me some oysters for my 
breakfast and thou shall have thy free- • 
doml” 

Shalounine bowed low, left the room, 
fetched the small barrel of oysters which 
he Had left in his carriage at the door, 
andUaid it at the feet of his master. 

As soon as the barrel had been opened 
the count called for a pen and ' paper, 
wrote out a declaration emancipating 
both the banker and his family from 
serfdom, and then, bowing courteously 
to the man who hut a moment before 
had* been his slave, exclaimed, “And, 
now* my dear Mr. Shalounine—will 
you give us the pleasure of your com¬ 
pany at breakfast?”—New York Trib¬ 
une.; _ . 

ECONOMY OF SPACE. 

A Great Power Generating Station Which 

Covers bnt. Little Ground. 

Probably no other kinds of power 
plants afford better illustrations of the 
tendency to concentration than some of 
the modern splendidly equipped electric 
stations in large ■ cities, where ground 
area-has closely approached the maxi¬ 
mum in value, and in which, therefore, 
economic considerations have dictated 
the putting of as much generating ap¬ 
paratus into as little space as human 
ingenuity would permit, with due re¬ 
gard to satisfactory performance. In 
some of these stations vertical engines 
and boilers in large units have been 
installed to the-entire exclusion of hori¬ 
zontal designs, and in others, again, the 
savin’g in ground space thus secured has 
been still further augmented by setting 
engines and boilers in tiers, one above 
the other, giving' a ratio of horsepower 
per square foot of-ground area which a 
decade ago would -have been thought 
quiteibeyond the limits of possibility. 

In probably no station in the world 
has this concentration been carried ont 
to greater degree, or to as great a one 
even,:as in that of the Edison Electric 
Illuminating company in Duane street, 
in the city of New York. The ground 
covered by this measures 200 by 74 feet 
and within this area provision has bee n 
made for nine 2,500 hosrepower en¬ 
gines, two of 1,250 hrosepower each 
and three of 600 horsepower, giving a 
total of very nearly* 27,000 horsepower, 
with a corresponding boiler plant, or 
only a little less than two horsepower 
per square foot. It would seem, indeed, 
ns though economy in space could not 
well be carried much farther.—Oassie.r’s 
Magazine. -

Kabob and* Green Cakes Form an Epi¬ 
curean Meal Tor live Cents. 

Margherifa Arlina Hamm, clever 
writer on the Hew York Mail and Ex¬ 
press, says that every country has its 
own little delicacies, and the British 
soldiers who pour into Egypt undoubt¬ 
edly buy from the street hawkers the 
green cakes, and possibly the kabobs, 
for which the land of the Nile is fa¬ 
mous. 

SSie kabob is broiled meat, but is 
broiled in so ridiculous a fashion as to 
be really funny. The peddler nses a lit¬ 
tle charcoal furnace, something 
those in use by our plumbers. In it he 
keeps up a small but hot fire. Attached 
I to the side of the furnace is a lot of 
I iron skewers. When a customer ap¬ 
proaches, the hawker takes a small piece 
of meat, mutton or goat, the latter being 
the most popular, cuts it with a ; sharp 
knife into a long ribbon, winds it around 
the skewer and places it over the char¬ 
coal fire, Some of the drippings are col¬ 
lected, and, with a little saltor salt and 
spice, makes a pleasant sauce for the 
kabob when it is done. The cooking is 
very rapid. What with the heat of the 
fire and the thinness of the meat, it is 
thoroughly done in two or three minutes 
The green cakes are nothing more or 
less than small wheaten cakes mixed 
with chopped green leaves of various 
kinds salted and baked in a slow oven. 
They are pale yellow, yellow, gray and 
brownish gray, with irregular splashes 
of green on both the upper and lower 
surfaces. They are said to be very nour¬ 
ishing, and they are certainly very ap¬ 
petizing and palatable when, fresh from 
the oven. Almost any kind of green leaf 
I which is used as human food serves for 
making a green cake. The humble cab¬ 
bage and the aristocratic petit pois vert, 
thei watermelon rind and the celery 
top; the string bean and even the aspar¬ 
agus tip have been used for the purpose. 

In addition to the nutritious leaf there 
is nearly always a flavoring leaf. The 
commonest is parsley, and after this 
comes fennel, fenugreek, sorrel, bay and 
laurel. • 

The green cake of the market varies 
from 2 to 4 inches in width, but is rarely 

more than a quarter of an inch thick. 
About one-half are made by bakers and 
one-half by the women of the working 
classes.

Comic and Uncomplimentary Allusions to 
Abraham Lincoln—Caricatures Bearing 
on the Confederacy—Use of tho Expreg- 
slop “Up Salt River.” 

Enshrined in several huge scrapbooks, 
and re the custody of Stewart Culin of 
•a Hmversily museum, Philadelphia, 
is the valuable collection of political 
documents owned by the Hnmismatio 
and Antiquarian society of Philadel¬ 
phia. They relate to the period of the 
ciyil war and that directly preceding it, 
and include election pbsters, campaign 
doemnents, political brochures, carica- 
turcs, together with an exceedingly in¬ 
teresting set of envelopes with patriotic 
devices, such as were used during war 
times. 

There is also a lot of * ‘Salt river tick¬ 
ets, ’ these, indeed, although of little 
historical importance, forming to the 
casual observer one of the most enter¬ 
taining divisions of the collection. 
There have been several explanations 
given of the origin of tho slang political 
phrase, “Up Salt river’’ as applied to a 
defeated candidate for election. Ono of 
the most likely of these is found in a 
story that was told of Henry Clay dur¬ 
ing his presidential candidacy in 1882. 
Clay, it is said, was to speak one even¬ 
ing at Louisville, Ey., and in order to 
reach his destination hired a boatmari 
to row him up the Ohio river. The lafc- 
ter, however, happened to bo a Jackson 
Democrat, and, pretending to lose his 
way, steered tho orator np Salt river, as 
a confluent stream was called, and* so 
spoiied the meeting. Since that time 
Up Salt river” has become a synonym 
for defeat, and it used to be considered 
a pleasantry to give a political opponent 
a pass up Salt river, as a prediction of 
political oblivion. 

These tickets were freely used by both 
parties and proved a boon to the job 
printers, who, with great impartiality, 
printed the cards for each side and sold 
them on the streets for a cent apiece. 
Some of tho designs are indescribably 
coarse, some are witty, somo are vulgar 
and the majority of them are crudely 
printed. 

The oldest in the collection dates from 
Hov. 4, 1856, and is a simple yellow 
ticket ornamented with a rude wood- 
cut of a steamboat and bears the an¬ 
nouncement that the dilapidated steam¬ 
er Opposition—Captain Fremont, Pilot 
Fillmore—will leave this day for the 
head of Saline waters. 

At a little later period Salt river was 
varied to Saline springs, and in 1868 
the steamer Copperhead was pictured as 
a snake. The same year a pseudo rail , 
road ticket was printed which invited 
the holder to accompany the peacemak¬ 
er s excursion to a quiet retreat on Salt 
marsh, which was described as a “place 
well adapted for copperheads, but no 
other kind of snakes. ” 

The Democrats, too, used like de¬ 
vices, and some veiy severe caricatures 
were directed against Lincoln. A crude 
design of this character represents 
Columbia, looking not unlike a wooden 
jointed doll, kicking Lincoln, bag and 
luggage, on hoard a black steamer about 
the same size as himself, whioh is about 
to set sail on a stream of printer’s ink 
flowing np hill to tho upper left hand 
corner of the card. This bears the date 
of Hov. 10, 1864, and tho motto in¬ 
scribed upon it is: “For Salt river on 
the steamer Abolition; King Abraham, 
captain; A. Johnson, pilot. The fate of 
Abe, homeward hound via Salt river.” 

Another card issued in opposition to 
Lincoln, which does not properly be- 
lo ?.f . to . this cateogry, but is classified 
with it in the collection, is got np like 
a business card, whioh announces: 

A-. LINCOLN, 

Attornoy and Chancellor at Law, 
m , Springfield, Ill. 

To Whom It May Concern :-— 

My old customers and others are no doubi 
of . t3 *° torrIblG timo I have had in oross- 
£stream and will he glad to know that 

stSJI? 0 b! ‘ Ck ? n , th ° samo 8ldo from whioh I 
started, on or before tho 4th of March next, 
when I will bo ready to swap horses, dispense 
law, make jokes, split rails and perform other 
matters in a small way. 

A card printed in April of the same 
year is entitled “Tho End of Jeff 
Davis,” and dopiots the Confederate 
leader as just disappearing np a tunneL 
supposed to represent the ‘ ‘underground 
railroad . >y 

Still another shows the public- hoik 
man and advertises as lost “the old 

codger. Democracy,” who is described 
re the text as. wearing a cotton suit of 
southern manufacture and a soft hat 
twined about with a copperhead snak e. 

An adaption of. a comic English print 
personifies tho south as a belated trav- 
eler who lost his way in the rain, and 

after tramping through mud and slush 
encounters a signpost pointed in the 
direction from which he had come, 
which bears the legend, “To Union;” 
upon which he oxclaims, “Lord a’ 
mercyl I’m going wrong and got to 
walk way back again. ” 

More stinging is the sign in which 
the north and south are depicted as lion 
and jackass, and labeled, “One of ns 
[must conquer.” To this class belongs 
the designs m which tho gallows figures 
as the end of the Confederates and 
those iu which the devil is shown as 
respiring the southern gentry. Rather a 
witty conceit is the motto applied to the 
Union flag, “These colors won’t run ” 
as well os that in whioh the coils of a 
rope form a death’s head, which is la 
beled, “The end of secession ”—JPhila 
delphia Record. 


ARTIST SIGN PAINTERS. 


Men of Genius Wh» Have Engage La 
Humble Employment. 

Commonly there is not. a great deal 
of *real artistio valne in the signs that 
distractingly illuminate the streets of 
onr cities and towns. It is, however, 
interesting to note that there have been 
in the annals of art not a few instances 
of noted artists whom stress of misfor¬ 
tune compelled at times in their career 
to take to this employment—at least 
temporarily. Some of the old masters 
did not hesitate to turn their brashes to 
work of this kind when necessity com¬ 
manded, and there have been many 
swinging signs of old taverns through- 
ont’Great Britain painted by men of 
genins whose talents had otherwise 
failed to fill their pockets with guineas. 
Du Manner once painted signs, and 

m0T . e , one of ^is contemporaries 
could if he would tell a tale of similar 
employment of his brush. 

In the history of American art there 
have been some cases of men who found 
sign painting more remunerative than 
Work of a higher character. Perhaps the 
best known was Matthew Pratt of Phil¬ 
adelphia, a talented portrait painter, 
who, having a family to support, hon- 
estly turned his hand in intervals of 
leisure to the production of tavern signs 
and banners for political conventions. 

On the other hand, there are not a 
few instances of sign painters abandon- 
reg their craft for a higher sphere in 
art. And of American artists especially 
a number have, begun in this humble 
free. J. G. Brown at tho outset of his 
career painted the signs of the landscape 
pictures with which the old Hew York 
Broadway stages were decorated. Henry 
Smith Mount, a brother of the more 
talented William Sidney Mount, though 
assign painter, executed some creditable 
pictures of still life and became an A. 

A. in 1832. W. S. Mount, first asso- 
ciated with his brother, showed a capa¬ 
city for a higher order of art. He was 
one of our early genre painters, devot¬ 
ing himself mainly to depicting tho hu¬ 
morous side of American rustic life. 
Franois A. Silva and Arthur Quartley 
the marine painters, now dead, began 
their careers as sign painters. So did 
William McGruth, the clever genre 
painter, -who of late has been painting 
subjects a la Alma Tadema. Worthing¬ 
ton Whittredge and William Louis 
Sountag, both now well known as land 
scape painters, were painting signs to¬ 
gether in Cincinnati a little more than 
40 years ago. —Detroit Free Press. 


THE BREECHLOADER. 


The Irish Laborer In England. 

It is asked. Why should the Irishman' 
come oyer to make the hay and reap the 
crops in England and, Scotland, and 
how is it that he goes home again and 
does not stay? That he comes over is 
evidence that he is not unwilling to 
work. He is sent for by the farmer be¬ 
cause his wages are low. That he re¬ 
turns home is not a matter of sentiment 
alone, nor due to thefaetthathe returns 
to a Roman Catholic country. The win¬ 
ter is milder than in Scotland, the rent 
is cheaper than paying for lodgings in 
Scotland, the turf fire is warmer and 
more cheerful than the small coal he 
must buy at high price in Scotland. 

Tho tarf fire costs him perhaps £8 foi 
the family for all the year. While the 
man -works abroad the family live 
cheaply at home and till the potatoes 
and fatten the pigs. There are thus good 
reasons why migratory labor should pay 
the Irish peasant best, and the change 
is welcome to him when life would oth¬ 
erwise be very monotonous. Boys and 
girls look forward to the end of theii 
school days and to the time when they 
may go to the harvesting; or, still bet- 
ter, to the “oil works,” where some 80 
shillings a week may be earned. The 
Irish peasant requires no one to teach 
him his own interests in this respect, 
and he works hard for a spell, looking 
forward to the idle winter before him 
at home—Blackwood’s Magazine. 


Improvements In Guns That Conduce to 
Rapidity of Tiring. 

Let ns examine a breechloader and 
see what improvements have been made, 
which' may conduce to rapidity of fire.* 
We see that in the older pattern three 
motions were necessary to open the 
breech. First the bar which is fixed 
across the base of the block had to be 
removed, then a half turn had to be 
given to the block to free it in its bed, 
‘and then it had to he pulled forward. 
Lastly, it had to be thrown back on its 
hinge, so as to open the gun from end to 
end. We are shown that in later pat¬ 
terns the cavity or bed into which the 
block fits is made in the tprm of a cone, 
so that the breech block' "itself can be 
famed outward without any preliminary 
motion forward. Li artillery work time 
is everything* and any one motion of 
the gunner’s Sands and arms saved is a 
point gained. 

Low let ns look at the mechanism by 
which the recoil or backward movement 
of the gun is checked at the moment of 
firing. The gun slides into its cradle, 
and its recoil is counteracted by buffers 
which work in coil, something in the 
fashion of. the coil springs which wg see 
on doors. Iron spiral springs push the 
gun hack again into place. Another in¬ 
teresting piece of mechanism is the elec¬ 
tric machinery by which the gnn is fired. 
When the recoil has taken place, the 
wire, along which runs the electric cur¬ 
rent, is pushed out of place, so that it 
is impossible to fire tho gnu, even though 
it be loaded, until it has been again 
fixed in its proper positiomon the cradle. 
Truly a modem cannon is a wonderful 
machine, and yet it is only a develop¬ 
ment from the sort of iron gas pipe which 
was used in the middle ages. 

Hard by is a gun which has come to 
grief. In experiments which are carried 
on at Shoebmyness guns are charged to 
their fall, or, as in this case, more than 
their full strength. There is an ugly 
gash miming down the outer case or 
jacket, as it is called, of the gun, and 
the latter has broken and nearly jumped 
out of its cradle. Nursery phraseology 
certainly ccmes in strongly in the tech¬ 
nical slang of gunnery when we have to 
do with Woolwich infants.—Chambers 
Journal

Returning to Paris from Brazil after 
80 years’ absence, with 300,000 francs 
re his bag, M. Georges H. took a cab 
home. He called at a friend’s house, en¬ 
tered for a moment and returned to find 
the cab gone with his bag and his 
money.

They Didn’t Smoke. 

In his boyhood Judge Charles B. An¬ 
drews of the Connecticut supreme court 
was much more lively than his brother.

A writer in the Springfield Repub- 
can tells a story of the way he got 
ahead of some of the college boys when 
he was a freshman at Amherst. It was 
the oustom then to smoke out the fresh¬ 
men. A party of a dozen or more of the 
fellows would enter the room of an un¬ 
suspecting boy, light their pipes and 
smoke until the victim gave in and of- 
ered a treat When they came into An¬ 
drews’ room, they were without their 
pipes and had no tobacco about them, 
but with a stem voice one fellow handed 
Charles $1 and ordered him to go out 
and procure pipes and tobacco for the 
crowA Charles went out and soon re¬ 
turned with 09 pipes and 1 cent’s worth 
of tobacco. What tho boys did to him 
tor his audacious act is not related, but 
it is a foot that they did not smoke him 
out that night. 


Their Effects on Different Parts of the 
Human Eye. 

Dr. Braudes of the University of 
Halle has succeeded in rendering directly 
Visible the "X rays discovered by Pro¬ 
fessor Roentgen. The observation made 
by Professor Salvioni, an Italian physi¬ 
cist, that lenses ore in a very slight de¬ 
gree penetrable by Roentgen’s rays, 
suggested to Dr. Brandes the idea that 
the invisibility might be due to circum¬ 
stances connected with this fact. He ac¬ 
cordingly resolved to test the effect of 
Roentgen’s rays on lenseless eyes. - 
There are many people who have had 
the lensos of their eyes removed as a 
remedy for extreme shortsightedness ox 
for cataract. A girl who had had this 
operation performed on both eyes, but 
re whose right eye a*remnant of the lens 
had been left, allowed the experiment 
to be tried upon her. 

Professor Dorn, whom Dr. Brandes 
had interested in the investigation, sub¬ 
jected the girl quite unexpectedly to the 
rays, and, when the strong current 
passed through the tube, which had been 
totally darkened, she declared that she 
saw light with her left eye. Professors 
Dorn and Brandos at first thought it 
possible that a spark had leaped across, 
but, when this had been rendered impos¬ 
sible, the girl continued‘to declare that 
she saw light 

On further trying the experiment the 
two savants saw the light too. They 
then continued their investigations and 
ascertained that Roentgen’s rays really 
affect the retina If we place our head, 
completely inclosed in an entirely 
opaque vessel, near the source of the 
rays, we see ligfit even with the closed 
eyes, and we see it most clearly, at the 
periphery. Moreover, wo continue to see 
it even when a large aluminium plate, 
whioh would completely exolude electric 
rays, Is placed between a Hittorf tube 
and the eye. Utter darkness, on the 
'other hand, results if a thick pane of 
glass, which, as is well known, is only 
in a very slight degree penetrable by 
Roentgen’s rays, is placed between the 

tube and the closed or covered eye._
